Much of the my stery that surround­ 
ed tile sin k in g of the White Star liner 
Titanic on April 14, 19 12, may be dis­ 
p elled by the discov ery of a wreck, be­ 
liev ed to be part o t the hulk of the ill 
starred v essel, standing 01 1 end in the 
Atlan tic ocean off the g rand banks of 
Newfoundland, practically in the spot 
where the disaster occurred. 
Captain 
Remnant of 
the 
British 
steamship Luciliue, which arriv ed at 
Philadelphia from Bordeaux some time 
ag o. rei>orted sig hting the derelict, and 
the United States hy drog raphic office 
has beg un an inv estig ation to learn 
more about the wreck. 
Lieutenant 
Commander 
Landenberg er, 
United 
States hy drog rapber, stationed in Phil­ 
adelphia. attaches much importance to 
the report. 
M a y be Tita nic . 
Should the wreckag e sig hted by the 
Luciliue prov e to be part of the re­ 
mains of the Titanic the story of the 
memorable wreck would be rewritten. 
The fa ct that a fter more than a y ear 
the 
hulk 
stands 
v ertically 
in 
the 
wav es, protruding eig ht feet or more 
abov e the surface, would indicate that 
a submerg ed ledg e of rock bad pre­ 
v ented the wreck from g oing to the 
actual bottom of tbe sea. 
If such a 
ledg e ex ists—and 
ev idences of one 
were reported as long ag o as 17 22— 
then it is reg arded as possible that the 
foundering of the Titanic was caused 
by the hidden obstruction ripping open 
her hull as much as by her collision 
frith the iceberg . 
^Should these theories prov e to be 
facts. Captain Smith, 
who was in 
command of the Titanic and perished 
when his v essel went down, mig ht be 
absolv ed, it is said, of the charg e of 
lack of v ig ilance and damag e suits 
ag ainst the International Mercantile 
Marine based on the disaster would 
fall, admiralty lawy ers say , for the 
knme reason. 
Captain Remnant of the Luciline be­ 
lie v e s that what he saw was the 
wreck of the Titanic or part of it. 
It 
was cov ered with a marine g rowth of 
comparativ ely recent formation, tend­ 
ing to show that it had been in the 
water a little more than a y ear. It bad 
the appearance. Captain Remnant said, 
of being held down by anchors in shoal 
water and of being buoy ed up by wa­ 
ter tig ht compartments. 
He is of the 
opinion that it was the forward part 
of the Titanic, which, it was said, split 
In two just before it sank. 
Sunk e n Le dge M a y Ex is t. 
Mariners say there is ev ery reason 
to believ e the ex istence of a submerg ­ 
ed ledg e of rock at or near the spot 
where 
the 
Titanic 
was 
destroy ed. 
Three different obstructions of such 
a character hav e been reported and 
tbe calculations of the position of the 
g rav e of the Titanic as well as those 
of the sunken rocks and of the wreck 
reported by Captain Remnant are all 
approx imate.

United States hy drog rapber. said 
In discussing the report that the mat­ 
ter is one of the utmost Importance.

should dispatch a surv ey ing v essel to 
the scene of the disaster to establish 
or disprov e at once the ex istence of 
the sunken ledg e and to ascertain if 
possible if tiie wreck seen by the Brit­ 
ish officer was that of the ill fated 
Titanic.

BULGARIA

Bu charest, Au g. 7 .—Resu lting from 
dispu tes among the erstwhile allies re­ 
garding the distribu tion among them 
of the territory won from the Tu rks, 
the 
second 
Balkan 
war 
is 
end­ 
ed. 
A protocol embody ing the main 
terms of the agreement reached by 
the peace delegates here, was signed 
today . 
Desperately hard bargaining 
on the part of the Bu lgarians resu lted 
in a sort of compromise. 
The peace agreement was arriv ed at 
only after another ex hibition of the 
u tter helplessness of Bu lgaria to face 
her ring of enemies. The discu ssions 
threatened to become interminable, 
bu t M. Majoresco, the Rou manian pre­ 
mier and president of the conference, 
clinched matters by threatening that 
u nless Bu lgaria accepted the modified 
frontier proposed by the allies Rou ma- 
nia’s army wou ld occu py Sofia nex t 
Satu rday . 
This threat had the de­ 
sired effect and an agreement was ar­ 
riv ed at after nu merou s priv ate con­ 
su ltations between the delegates. 
The city of Stru mnitza, the port of 
Lagos and Kanthi go to Bu lgaria, and 
the port of Kav ala to Greece. 
The 
new frontier is a deep disappointment 
to the Bu lgarians, who still nu rse 
hopes for Its rev ision by the powers. 
According to Constantinople dis­ 
patches the Tu rks will resist to the 
end a'ny attempt of the Bu lgarians to 
recaptu re Adrianople, which the Mos­ 
lems regard as a holy city . Env er Bey 
is in command of the troops there. 
Bu lgaria will obtain a considerable 
portion of northern Macedonia, with 
abou t six ty miles of seacoast on the 
Aegean and a strip of territory ru n­ 
ning u p to the old Bu lgarian frontier. 
This is mu ch more than the allies 
were willing to accord to Bu lgaria, bu t 
it is also mu ch less than what Bu l­ 
garia might hav e obtained if her pol­ 
icy had not been so grasping. 
She is 
also confronted with the problem or 
how to win back Adrianople from Tu r­ 
key . 
The w'ar between the former Balkan 
allies, who had fou ght shou lder to 
shou lder against Tu rkey , began on 
Ju ly 1. On that date the Serv ian min­ 
ister of the interior declared that Ser- 
v ia was at war with Bu lgaria. On the 
same day Greece also annou nced that 
a state of war ex isted, bu t did not 
make a formal declaration. 
Rou mania declared war on Ju ly 10 
and mov ed her troops ov er the Bu l­ 
garian frontier to occu py the strip of 
territory from Silistria on the Danu be 
to Varna on the Black sea, #which she 
claimed “in order to re-establish the 
balance of power.’’ 
The 
trou ble 
between 
the 
allies 
arose from the difficu lty of div iding 
the territory captu red from Tu rkey . 
Sev ere fighting followed and many 
thou sand men were killed and wou nd­ 
ed. 
Soon after the beginning of hos­ 
tilities nu merou s massacres and acts 
of pillage were reported to hav e been 
committed by the v ariou s armies. The 
Montenegrin troops nev er came into 
action du ring the period of hostilities, 
althou gh they were also nominally at 
war with Bu lgaria.

Edwards, a Methodist minister, that 
saloon keepers were pay ing “tribu te” 
in order that the saloons of the city 
might be kept open on Su nday s.

The state board of tax

letter to all county

The board commends particularly 


those assessors who have responded: 
to efforts for equality, and 
whose 


counties have shown material in- 
creases, or have been assessed in a 
method to give uniformity of valua- 
tion throughout the state of Indiana. 


"There is no question but that the 


state of Indiana is continually grow- 
ing in .wealth," the letter says. 
"There is improvement in practically . 
all lines of business, and it has been 
a quetion of grave consideration to 
this board whenever a county has 
reported a list of its taxable proper- 
ties which does not reflect the exist- 
ing conditions in the state. 


"When there was added to this a 


difference in the basis of valuation of 
various classes of personal property 
by the board of review or the county 
assessor, in the face of the strenu- 
ous effort of the board of tax com- 
missioners and the evident desire and 
active efforts on the part of 
other 


local boards and assessors to meet 
the state board's views and existing 
conditions, the board felt that it was 
not only its duty to raise such coun- 
ties as were unequally assesesd, but

HE famous old battleship Ore- 
gon, on which Secretary of the 
Navy Daniels plans to c-oufer 
the honor of being the nrst 


battleship to go through the I'auama 
canal, is now in Puget sound getting 
the finishing touches on her $1.001).- 
000 modernization treatment. 
She is 


being fitted with every convenience 
and improvement, including a new 
military mast and a system of lire con 
trol, a wireless telegraph outfit and a 
aumber of improved labor saving de- 
vices. She will, when she goes through 
the canal, still look pretty much as she 
did in 1SOS, with her low freeboard, 
but inside she will be as new a ship 
as the giant super-Dreadnought New 
York, whose keel was laid in 1012 and 
•which now is being rushed along to 
completion at the navy yard ic Brook- 
lyn. 


Secretary Daniels' argument is that 


the sentiment of history requires that 
the Oregon, whose famous hurry trip 
around the Horn may be said to nave 
caused the canal to be constructed, 
should open that great project to the 
•world. 


The.Oregon is one of the three old- 


est battleships in the navy, the two 
others being the Indiana and the Mas- 
sachusetts. All three are sister ships. 
Their keels were laid in 1S91. 
The 


Oregon -was built at the Union Iron 
works. San Francisco, and was launch- 
ed in 1893. 


Ordered to "Get Ready." 


The Oregon had passed her life in 


the Pacific, and she was in the Puget 
sound drydock at Bremerton. Wash.. 
on March 6, 1S9S, when the navy de- 
partment at Washington wired "get 
ready" to the ship's commander. Cap- 
tain Charles Edgar Clark, then at San 
Diego with the Monterey. That same 
clay the Oregon steamed out of Puget 
Bound for San Francisco. 


The blowing up of the Maine in Ha- 


vana harbor on March 15 rendered it 
Imperative for the government to as- 
semble the strongest naval force pos- 
sible in the West Indies in anticipa- 
tion of war with Spain. 


It was that emergency—with the bat- 


tleship Oregon so near and yet so far— 
that caused Uncle Sam to determine to 
build the Panama canal. As it was. 
there was nothing to do but to order 
the Oregon around Cape Horn, invofv- 
Ing a journey of over 13,000 miles. 


Start of Famous Bon. 


Captain Clark got on March 15 the 


order to make the voyage, and on 
March 19 he started from San Francis- 
co.

INCREASE OF PELLAGRA • 


OCCASIONS MUCH ALARM. 


Disquieting Reports Received by U. S. 


Public Health Service. 


Pellagra, for which physicians have 


found no cure, is spreading beyond the 
zone to which it has previously been 
confined and is invading new territory, 
according to the belief of the United 


. States public health service, based 


upon statistics just made public on the 
prevalence of the disease in Arkansas, 
Oklahoma and Texas from 1907 to 1912. 


- 
Reports from these three states, bor- 


dering on the area in which pellagra 
has most extensively existed in. this 
country, show, says Surgeon C. H. 
Lavinder, the prevalence of the disease 
"to no inconsiderable degree." 


"This suggests rather strongly," be 


adds, "that pellagra is increasing the 
area in which it is present and invad- 


. ing ijew territory. Further Inquiry Is 
needed to determine this with any de- 
gree of accuracy." The figures Indi- 
cated an increase in the disease during 
1912. 


Total number of cases in Oklahoma 


during the six years was 472, with a 
death rate per 100 cases of 54.91; In 
Texas, 2,628 «ases: death rate. 46.61; 
In Arkansas, 945; death rate. 41.90. 
The figures for Arkansas for 1912 were 
Incomplete. 


The report which supplemented a 


previous pellagra report, giving statis- 
tics for other states, is of peculiar In- 
terest at this time In connection with 
the bill of Representative Johnson of 
South Carolina for a large appropria- 
tion from congress for the erection of 
a hospital at Spartanburg. S! C.. for 
^the study of pellagra. 
The public 


health service has been urged to give 
Its support to the bill.

Anyway, he'd take a chance e 
it and away he went right up on the 
east coast of South America, with 
every gun and every officer and every 
man ready for instant action. 


Country In Suspense. 


The suspense throughout the United 


States over the fate of the Oregon wa 
no less acute than that which existed 
on the battleship henself during the 
final days and hours of that memorabl 
voyage. 
At Barbados Captain Clark 


got word from Washington that the 
Spanish fleet had arrived somewhen 
In those waters and was lying In wait 


The captain adopted the ruse of pre- 


tending to scurry back to Brazil. He 
steamed south, then west, and by mak 
ing a wide detour in the Atlantic he 
passed around the Spanish fleet, ant 
on May 23, sixty-five days after leav- 
ing Frisco, the Oregon, gray as an old 
seagull, appeared at Jupiter inlet Flor- 
ida. 
The whole country thrilled at 


the news. It was but a "step" from 
Jupiter inlet to Havana, where, as the 
Oregon steamed past the American war 
fleet to her place, she was saluted with 
guns and flags and music. 
All the 


bands played "There's a New Bully In 
Town." 


Engagement at Santiago. 


From Havana the fleet steamed 


around Cuba to Santiago, where the 
Oregon, after narrowly escaping col- 
lision with a powder supply boat on 
June 5. took her share in destroying 
the Spanish fleet on July 3. The story 
is that the Oregon passed the Indiana, 
the Iowa and the Texas and held her 
own as to speed with the cruiser 
Brooklyn in the rush at Admiral Cer- 
vera's squadron. The Oregon's fine 
boiler condition after her long trip was 
ascribed to the fact that she had used 
no sea water. 


In June. 1900, on her return to the 


Pacific, the Oregon went on the rocks 
near Japan. She was patched up a 
bit at-Kure and then went to Puget 
sound, where she was in drydock from 
October of 1901 to March of 1902.

cus to be held oa Monday next by an 
overwhelming vote. The leaders ap- 
pear to be confident that the radica 
element will confine their opposition 
to the measure to the caucus and tha 
when the bill is called up in the house 
that it will have the support of prac 
tically every Democratic member. 


Further the leaders say the hill wil 


receive some measure of support from 
Republicans. Representative Glass o 
Virginia, chairman of the committee 
on banking and currency, predictec 
that the bill would be passed by th 
house, on or about Sept. 15. 


THe insurgents will fight the hill in 


caucus and will be given votes on th< 
various amendments that were defeat 
ed in committee. Among these are 
the Wingo amendment aimed at inter 
locking directorates, and the Ragsdale 
Henry amendment providing for th 
Issuance of currency on cotton, corn 
and wheat 
An effort also will be 


made to force the adoption of some 
form of government guarantee of bank 
deposits. 
All these propositions wil 


be defeated in the caucus and in the 
house, according to statements made 
by the leaders. 


Present indications are that the 


banking bill will not be fought on par 
tisan grounds in the house. A num 
her of Republicans from the west have 
given notice privately that they wil: 
vote for it. 


Now that the way has been pavec 


for the passage of the bill in the house 
the administration is addressing itsell 
to the task of adjusting the situation 
in the senate. The president is saic 
to feel confident that the senate will 
pass the banking bill, although he is 
aware its consideration in that body 
will indefinitely prolong the session.

To Enroll as Agricultural Stu- 


dent In the Fall. 


HIS FARM A SHOW PLACE 


Arc Lights Burning All Night Illumine 


the Many Tiled and Graveled Roads 
of Four Hundred Acre Tract—Girard 
S. Parsons, the Owner, Will Raise 
Fancy Live Stock. 


Although he 'was brought up in the 


lead mining business and was assistant 
manager of one of the largest lead com- 
panies of the United State's at a salary 
approximating that of a cabinet minis- 
ter, with a $14,000 house rent free, Gi- 
rard S. Parsons has resigned his offi- 
cial duties with .the St Joseph (Mo.i 
Lead company^, a $30,000.000 corpora- 
tion, and will turn farmer. 


When Parsons' official connection 


with ttie lead company ceases he will 
go to his farm at Riverside, Mo., with 
his wife, who was Miss Flora Bow- 
man, daughter of Dr. G. A. Bowman of 
3G05 Delmar boulevard. St. Louis. 


Parsons is one of the five heirs to 


the estate of C. B. Parsons, who first 
developed the lead belt of St. Francois 
county. Mo., and left a fortune esti- 
mated at between $5.000.000 and $6.- 
000,000. The greater part of this es- 
tate is held in trust by the widow and 
will be distributed to the heirs at her 
death. 


The farm to which Parsons will re- 


move, while it has no more than 400 
acres, probably is the best developed 
in southern Missouri. Virtually the en- 
tire farm is lighted with large electric 
arc lights, the power being brought 
from Herculaneum, a few miles south 
and the site of the St. Jo company's 
smelting plant 


Roads Lighted All Night. 


Tiled and graveled roads, built by the 


late millionaire miner, gridiron the es- 
tate, and along all these roads are elec- 
tric lights which burn the night 
through. Along the Iron Mountain rail- 
way tracks, which bound the estate on 
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the west. Is a ten foot wall or~~abHd 
masonry one-half mile long. The fields 
of the estate are in an intensive state 
of cultivation, and there are large or- 
chards of the best grafted fruits. 


Not having had much experience In 


agriculture, young Parsons will add 
to his meager knowledge by taking the- 
winter course at Missouri State uni- 
versity—that known as the "shorthon> 
course." 


Parsons was one of the officials of 


the St Joseph Lead company. wh» 
were criticised for extravagances by 
Robert Holmes of St Louis in his suit 
to have a receiver appointed for the 
Doe Run Lead company, a $10,000,000' 
mining concern affiliated with, the St 
Jo company. 
' It was when Parsons' salary as as- 
sistant general manager was cut that 
he tendered his resignation and turned 
to bucolic pursuit. He will continue 
to do much motoring, but has disposed) 
of his racing car, in which he was ac- 
customed to make hair raising records 
on the chart covered roadways of St 
Francois county. 


Will Raise Fancy Live Stock. 


Parsons will retain his position with 


ttie Mississippi River and Bonne Terre 
Railway company, of which he has 
been treasurer for several years. He 
also will retain his stock in both the 
St Joseph and Doe Run Lead com- 
panies, each of which for years has 
paid a regular 6 per cent annual divi- 
dend, aside from large surpluses, out 
of which stock dividends are declared 
from time to time. 


In his new pursuit Parsons will de- 


vote his attention particularly to the 
growing of fancy live stock, and In 
this will become a competitor of young 
Martin L. Clardy, Jr., son of the gen- 
eral solicitor of the Missouri Pacific 
railway, who maintains an extensive 
live stock and horse breeding estab- 
lishment on the outskirts of Farming- 
ton, the county seat of St Francois 
county.

Small Army of Workers Engaged Just 


Now Getting the Gibson County Mel- 
ons to Market, a Consolidation of In- 
terests Securing to Growers Good 
Prices — From Fifteen to Twenty 
Carloads a Day Being Shipped. 


Owensville, Ind., Aug. 7.—These are 


busy days in the watermelon country 
west of Owensville. The first carload 
of melons was shipped out Monday 
afternoon at Johnson, -and by Satur- 
day from fifteen to twenty cars will be 
going out dailj'. The yield is large 
and the quality is unusually good. 
They are-selling in car lots at $225. 
The growers have organized them- 
selves into an association known as 
the Owensville Melon Growers' asso- 
ciation, and the good prices are due 
largely to this consolidation of inter- 
est in selling the crop. 


When the season opens officers of 


the association establish headquarters 
and employ bookkeepers and look af- 
ter the interests of the growers. A 
small army of men, women, boys and 
girls is employed in the work of get- 
ting the watermelons ready for the 
market. The cantaloupe season clos- 
ed last Saturday and it was one of the 
most profitable in the history of the 
local field. Some of the growers re- 
alized as high as $400 an acre on can- 
taloupes.

Return of Grand Jury in Case of Boy 


Killed in Live Wire Trap. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 7. — Jesse V. Alley, 


president of the North Side Sand and 
Gravel company, and Lewis B. Mitch- 
ell, a colored employe of the company, 
have been jointly indicted by the Mari- 
on county grand jury on the charge of 
involuntary manslaughter in connec- 
tion with the death of Earl Caldwell, 
eighteen years old, July 4. Caldwell 
lost his life when he came in contact 
with a charged wire on the company's 
dredge boat in Fall creek. 


Mitchell, who is alleged to have 


turned the current into the wire, was 
arrested the day after the boy's death. 
Caldwell was swimming near the 
dredge boat in the deep water caused 
by the dredging. He grasped the ca- 
ble anchor to the boat, intending to 
get on the boat and then dive off. A 
moment after he had climbed on the 
boat his chums saw'nim writhing on 
the deck. When aid reached him he 
was dead. 


The charged wire was connected 


with a wire through which the motor 
for the dredge was fed. Mitchell, at 
the time of his arrest, said he turned 
the 110-volt current into the wire the 
evening of July 3. He declared he had 
orders to do this. Alley flatly denied 
that he had given orders for the wire 
to be strung or had ordered the cur- 
rent turned into the wire. Testimony 
introduced before Coroner Durham 
was to the effect that Alley had said 
the wire had been placed on the boat 
to "shock" boys who gathered about it.

:eport of Liner's Captain Believed to 
be Important by Naval Official—May 
Establish Contention That Ship Was 
Torn by Sunken Ledge as Well as 
by Giant Iceberg. 


Much of the mystery that surround- 
d thy sinking of the White Star liner 
Mtuuic oil April 14, 1912, may be clis- 
elled by the discovery of a wreck, be- 
ievetl to be part' ot the hulk of the ill 
tarred vessel, standing on end in the 
tlaiitk- ocean off the grand banks of 
ewt'ouiidlaud, practically in the spot 
vhere the disaster occurred. 


Captain Itemuant of_ the British 
teaiusliip Luciline', which arrived at 
Philadelphia from Bordeaux some time 
go. reported sighting the derelict, and 
he United States hydrographie office 
las begun an investigation to learn 
more about the wreck. 
Lieutenant 


Commander 
Landenberger, 
United 


States liydrographer, stationed in Phil- 
delphia. attaches much importance to 
the report. 


May be Titanic. 


Should the wreckage sighted by the 
.uciliue prove to be part of the re- 


mains of the Titanic the story of the 
memorable wreck would be rewritten. 
?he fact that after more than a year 
the hulk stands vertically in the 
waves, protruding eight feet or more 
above the surface, would indicate that 
a submerged ledge of rock -had pre- 


ented the wreck from going to the 


actual bottom of the sea. If such a 
edge exists—and evidences of one 
were reported as long ago as 1722— 
hen it is regarded as possible that the 
'oundering of the Titanic was caused 
>y the hidden obstruction ripping open 


r hull as much as by her collision 
th the Iceberg.

Tacts, Captain Smith, who was In 
command of the Titanic and perished 
•when his vessel went down, might be 
absolved. It Is said, of the charge of 
ack of vigilance and damage suits 
against the International Mercantile 
Marine based on the disaster would 
fall, admiralty lawyers say, for the 
same reason.

Jjeves that what he saw was the 
wreck of the Titanic or part of It. II 
was covered with a marine growth of 
comparatively recent formation, tend- 
ing to show that It had been in the 
water a little more than a year. It bad 
the appearance.

A protocol embodying the main 
terms of the agreement reached by 
the peace delegates here, was signed 
today. 
Desperately hard bargaining, 


on the part of the Bulgarians resulted 


a-sort of compromise. 
The peace agreement was arrived at 


only after another exhibition of the 
utter helplessness of Bulgaria to face 
her ring of enemies. The discussions 
threatened to become interminable, 
but M. Jlajoresco, the Roumanian pre- 
mier and president of the conference, 
clinched matters by threatening that 
unless Bulgaria accepted the modified 
frontier proposed by the allies Rouma- 
nia's army would occupy Sofia next 
Saturday. 
This threat had the de- 


sired effect and an agreement was ar- 
rived at after numerous private con- 
sultations between the delegates. 


The city of Strumnitza, the port of 


Lagos and Kanthi go to Bulgaria, and 
the port of Kavala to Greece. The 
new frontier is a deep disappointment 
to tlw Bulgarians, who still nurse 
hordes for its revision by the powers. 


According to Constantinople- dis- 


patohfes the Turks will resist to the 
end a'ny attempt of the Bulgarians to 
recapiure Adrianople, which the Mos- 
lems regard as a holy city. Enver Bey 
is in. command of the troops there. 
Bulgaria will obtain a considerable 
portion of northern Macedonia, with 
about sixty miles of seacoast on the 
Aegean and a strip of territory run- 
ning up to the old Bulgarian frontier. 
This is much more than the allies 
were willing to accord to Bulgaria, but 
it is also much less than what Bul- 
garia might have obtained if her pol- 
icy had not been so grasping. She is 
also confronted with the problem of 
how to win back Adrianople from Tur- 
key.

The war between the former Balkan 


allies, who had fought shoulder to 
shoulder against Turkey, began on 
July 1. On that date the Servian min- 
ister of the interior declared that Ser- 
via was at war with Bulgaria. On the 
same day Greece also announced that 
a state of war existed, but did not 
make a formal declaration. 


Roumania declared war on July 10 


and moved her troops over the Bul- 
garian frontier to occupy the strip of 
territory from Silistria on the Danube 
to Varna on the Black sea, .which she 
claimed "in order to re-establish tbe 
balance of power." 


The trouble between the 
allies 


arose from the difficulty of dividing 
the territory captured from Turkey. 
Severe fighting followed and many 
thousand men were killed and wound- 
ed. Soon after the beginning of hos- 
tilities numerous massacres and acts 
of pillage were reported to have been 
committed by the various armies. The 
Montenegrin troops never came into 
action during the period of hostilities, 
although they were also nominally at 
war with Bulgaria.

Mishawaka Council Expected to Clear 


Skirts of Officials. 


Mishawaka, Ind., Aug. 7.—The re- 


port of the recent graft investigation 
in Mishawaka, in which charges of cor- 
ruption were brought against officials 
of the police department and the city 
council, will tJe presented at the .reg- 
ular meeting of the council next Mon- 
day night. It is expected that the offi 
calls under fire will be exonerated. 
The investigation resulted from the 
announcement of the Rev. Loren M. 
Edwards, a Methodist minister, that 
saloon keepers were paying "tribute" 
in order that the saloons of the city 
might be kept open on Sundays. 


Coroner Holds Up Decision. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Aug. 7.—The cor 


oner is holding up his decision In the 
case of Gerald Yyncoop, who was shot 
while entering his pigeon coop. The 
family insists death was accidental. 
The coroner says he has heard other 
stories. 


Dr. Daneff Not Arrested. 


Sofia, Aug. 7.—It is officially denied 


that the arrest of Dr. Daneff, the Bul- 
garian statesman, has been orderea. 
It was stated in Belgrade newspapers 
that Dr. Daneff was accused of'unlaw- 
ful use of the funds of the secret serv- 
ice.
